The general idea is 
to moke the Soudan the center of three 
lines starting from Algeria in the South 
The three principal French settlements 
in Africa would' be thus united, anc 
civilization would be carried into the 
lioart of the unknown continent. Jiome 
of the regions to be traversed are known 
to be fertile, and, should the vast enter 
prise succeed, France alone would reap 
the benefits to be gained by opening up 
new aud extensive' fields of trade anc 
commerce.
